They experience much satis- 
faction in consequence and form habits of thrift which will 
be valuable to them through life. 


All of which leaches a useful lesson, one with which people 


generally should Jie more familiar.

Most 
people have got into the'hab.il of spending as Ihey go. They 
live fully up to their incomes, and in many cases beyond, with 
Ihe result that when a pinch comes, or a little extra money is 
needed for any purpose,'it is lacking. Not only is this decid 
eclly uncomfortable, but in loo many'instances the real cause, 
of the trouble is overlooked mul'.lhe blame is heaped upon so 
ciiil conditions and the cost of Hying. The saving habit is oni 
of the best habits in the world,
